In  1707  they 
crossed  the  Atlantic  to  Boston, leaving  the  eldest  sen  John  to  inherit  the 
family  estate  in  old  England.  They  bought  a  farm  in  Braintree,  -here  on 
April  17,1708,  as  recorded  in  the  annals  of  Boston,  a  son  EIjJ ism  was  born 
Three  months  after  the  birth  of  his  son,  Humphrey  died  at  the  age  of  S3. 

In  the  course  of  time,  his  widow, Mary,  was  married  to  Captain  Stephen 
Hayes ,  who  assumed  parental  relations  toward  his  stepson.
